It wou ld also be adv antageou s to 
dev elop a new k ind that will not 
tu rn red as this lowers the com m er­ 
cial v alu e of the bru sh.

cial g rades. 
Gro und nut shells may also 
hav e po ssibilities as abrasiv es o r 
as a dusting ag ent fo r cleaning 
certain kinds o f furs.
